LOS ANGELES 一 On a warm， 
sultry Wednesday night, more than 
200 showed up -at thd Chinese 
United Methodist Church at 825 
N. Hill St. in 世 .A. Chinatown, site 
of Planned Parenthood's weekly 
clinic session. 

Normally，not more than five 
women come to the clinic each 
week for pregnancy testing Or coOD- 
traceptive care，but that cvening 
of October 17, grandparents, par- 
ents，and children all came and 
filled the upstairs meeting room. 
The main attraction: “Planning 
for Happiness” a modern film on 
family planning from Hong Kong， 
starring many well-known Canton- 
ese movie stars and made possible 
through a monetary contribution 
from Cathay Bank. 

Estella Lew, director, and Felicia 
Ng，a registered nurse,， both took 
the _ opportunity to explain the 
services of Planned Parenthood to 


the audience before the film show- 


ing. It was emphasized that the 
staff, including a gynecologist，was 
bilingual and willing to help Chi- 


- nese families plan their families as 


Well as provide low-cost contracep- 
tives,，pregnancy exams，amnd refer- 
rals for sterilization and therapeu- 
tic abortion.

Planned Parenthbood is important 
to 工 .A. Chinatown in that many 
new immiigrants in the community 
have low incomes and yet are not 
informed about birth control or 
family planning. “They do not 
reajize that the traditional Chinese 
value to have large families does 
not fit into the American scheme 
of things” she said. “A family 
with an average income of $500 
per month cannot afford to have 
six children.” 


FRUSTRATIONS 

A branch ofPlanned Parenthood 
EL.A. and patterned after San Fran- 
cisco Chinatown's Planned Parent- 
hood，L.A. Chinatown's project 
was initiated in 1971. Like other 
nonprofit social agencies, its staff 
has gone through its moments of 
frustration in obtaining funding 
and attracting clients. 

Ironically, it is because the aver- 
age_ income in Chinatown is not 
low _ enough that Planned Parent- 
hood in Chinatown has not been 
able to apply for - government 
grants。 工 he project is Presently 
being funded by Planned Farent- 
hood's central office in 工 .A. for 
six months and fees are being 
charged on a sliding scale for 
clinic services。. 

In the past two years, the proj- 
ect has moved from a one-room 
classroom at the Methodist church 
to Teen Post, to its present office 
at Suite 206, Mandarin Plaza, 978 
N. Broadway St.，where Ms. Lew 
willingly counsels individuals on 
contraceptives，family 1life，abor- 
tion，venereal disease，and sterili- 
zation，from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
.Monday through Eriday. 

Past _ efforts to obtain donated 
space from 工 .A. Chinatown” s Chi- 
nese Benevolent Association and 
the Senior Women's Club have 
Proved futile, At both places,，Ms. 
Lew ' received the “cold” treat- 
ment. “IT .do .not blame them ifor 
their jack of concern. They have 


their own priorities. They are old 
and uninterested in the concept of 
family planning," said Ms. Lew-. 
Ms. Lew also spends time in the 
comrmunity posting bilingual pos- 
ters, visiting homes and sewing fac- 
tories, and disseminating bilingual 
和 yers. Press releases to local news- 
papers and Chinatown Interagency 
Coordinators' _ Council meetings 
have also assisted her in publiciz- 
ing the services of Planned Parent- 
hood in the community. (The Co- 
ordinators' Council consists of rep- 
resentatives from 16 Chinatown 
agencies who meet monthly to dis-

TO BE HEARD IN L.A， 


LOS ANGELES 一 Civil rights 
concerns of 玉 oreans，9amoans， 
Chinese， Guamanians， Pilipinos， 
Thais，and Japanese will be aired 
at a two-day public meeting of 
the California State Advisory Com- 
mittee to the U.S. Commission on 
Civil Rights in the Hearing Room 
of the L.A。County Board of 
Supervisors，500 W. Temple St.， 
Friday and Saturday, Nov. 30 and 
Dec. 1. 

Testimonies will be offered by 
individuals and cormmunity orgamn- 
ization representatives from Los 
Angeles and Orange counties and 
San Diego County, where 250,000 
and 50,000 Asian Americans re- 
spectively reside. 

Issues to be aired include federal 
immigration regulations and Proce- 
dures,，social services, housing, em- 
ployment，state licensing of non- 
citizen professionals，and treat- 
ment of Asian Americans in the 
media. 

A similar hearing washeld in San 
Francisco in June (了 E/W June 27， 
July 4).Following theLos Angeles 
hearing，the Committee will pre- 
pare a report with specific recorm- 
maendations forpresentation to the 
U:S. Commission.

San Eranciscamns 
still remember they had once given Mr. Chinn over 100,000 


votes when heled the ticket for theBoard of Education.

surprised by the election results. 


Persons famailliar with the voters” sentiments and the rec- 
ords of the candidates can no doubt Point out the weakness 
of Mr. Chinn:s candidacy. But it would not be charitable for 


us to dwell on such opinions after someone's defeat.

Dear 卫 ditor: 

During the past month several 
issues concerning the .Oakland 
Chinatown Redevelopment Proj- 
ect have developed which are of 
great concern to the Chinatown 
community。Many specific ques- 
tions regarding these issues have 
been directed to the Oakland Re- 
development Agency by myself 
and others in the community，yet 
the Agency has made no effort to 
directly answer to these issues. 
These issues imust be resolved 让 
the genuine interests and needs of 
our community are Inet， 

First of all，we are concerned 
about the Redevelopment Agen- 
cy's disruptive handling of the 
new Project Area Committee 
(PAC) for Chinatown as it Present- 
ly exists and the arbitrary manneT 
in which it was forned，TIhe 
Greater Oakland Chinatown Re- 
newal Coalition，assisted by the 
Redevelopment Agency staff,， has 
worked for four months to organ- 
ize the community with an open 
Imembership Policy. On the basis 
of two jletters received from the 
Oakland Consolidated Chinese As- 
Sociation and property owners of 
the project area，the Agency de- 
cided to reorganize thePAC struc-- 
ture，giving each of the above 
groups one-third voting Power. 

MISREPRESENTATION 
_Secondqdly，attention Imust be 
drawn to community misrepresen- 
tation. Since the inclusion of the 
two groups into thePAC, the pre- 
cedence for open and impartial 
participation of the_ community 
has been abandoned. Many Coali- 
tion mmembers from family associa- 
tions have not been consulted nor 
contacted by the Oakland Con- 
solidated Chinese Association, who 
hold one-third voting power in the 
PAC. Furthermore，there 1s no 
Public record as to how selection 
Was made of the two groups' mem- 
bers on thePAC. 

Thirdly, it clearly evident that 
the new PAC has an unbalanced 
representation of community in- 
terests，mostly businessmen inter- 
ests。 It must be emphasized that 
the Coalition includes the interests 
of childq care， senior ， citizens， 
health care，Salvation Army, pub- 
lic _ school education，residents， 
youth groups,，businessmen, imnrmi- 
grants，and Asian architects and 
Planners. How can only five votes 
allotted to the Coalition represent 
all of these and how can so large a 
segment of the community be rep- 
Tesented by amminority 一 business? 

CONEFLICTS OF INTEREST 

Fourthly，the most important 
concern SuUrrounding the PAC in- 
Volves conflicts of interest within 
the present membership. Herbert 
Eng as organizer of the Property 
owners and as vice President of 
the PAC is not a proper member 


for thePAC due to his very recent 


membership in a proposal submit- 
ted for the Project. 卫 dward B. 
Wong，vice chairman of the Oak- 
land Planrning Commission，and 
及 aymond 工 . Eng,， Vice mayor and 
city councilman，head Oakland 
Chinatown Redevelopment (OCR)， 
one of the developers. As pointed 
out by the Oakland Tribune Sept. 
20, 1973, their profit involvement 
in a redevelopment proposal is 雇

Redevelopment Agency allows 
Eng's and Wong's participation as 
developers. 了 ven 填 they should re- 
sign from their offices or OCR, 计 
is difficult to determine if irrepar- 
able damage to unbiased selection 
procedure has already been done 
by the fact that they have been 
using their civic titles to Promote 
their Project. 

In concluding it should be noted 
that efforts to date by the Coali- 
tion (urging) the Agency commis- 
sioners to expand and enlarge the 
PAC have not been accepted，so 
that it becormes most important 
that the Oakland Chinatown com- 
Inunity be aware of the details and 
even Imore imnportant that they 
speak out to the Redevelopment 
Agency and _ demand that the 
Agency resolve these issues and 
allow for more representation of 
the community within the PAC.

Tempers flared as the hirsute 


critic stomped down the carpeted 


stairs and screamed out his objec- 
tion to any censoring of questions 
at the San Francisco Film Festival 
honoring actress Shirley MacLaine. 

On the opposite side of the Pal- 
ace of Fine Arts theater, another 
Ian emphatically repeated his de- 
sire thbatMiss MacLaine, whose film 
career Was being featured，answer 
his challenge to her liberal views 
on abortion. 

On stage,，actor Scott Beach, the 
Festival's official host，shook his 
head from side to side and indi- 
cated his desire to disallow the 
question. 

Like spectators watching a three- 
corner tennis match, the audience 
craned their necks back and forth 
as the debate became increasingly 
strident. 

ANSWER 

Shirley MacLaine stood,， walked 
to the edge of the stage, and told 
Beach and the audience that she 
wanted to answer the question. 
She said that she believed her op- 
position to the dying of soldiers in 
Vietnam was consistent with her 
support of legalized abortion. The 


actress Said she believes that the， 


life of the mother who is alive 
takes precedence over the unborn 
chijld. 

Thbhe answer didn't satisfy those 
in the audience who oppose liber- 
alized_ abortion laws，but it did 
illustrate that Shirley MacLaine 
doesn't shy away from contro- 
Versy. After speakingretrospective- 
ly of her growth ippojlitical aware- 
ness and her belief in the impor- 
tance of her non-cinerna activities， 
shs realized that she was fair game 
for any questioner. 

Miss MacLaine recently led a 
12-woman party on a trip to 
China; so, in the press conference 
following 1last month?s retrospec- 
tive,， many questions centered on 
her China trip.

HARVEST IN CHINA 
BRINGS BAD NEWS 


BOSTON 一 The final reports on 
China's 1973 harvest show dis- 
couraging results，says the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor of November 
8. The harvest for this year equals 
that of 1972 which was 10 million 
tons below the 1971 level. 

The Chinese had counted on im- 
proved irrigation and drainage to 
modify the effects of bad weather. 
This year's cropP acreages were also 
expanded，but this policy proved 
limited since most fertile land is 
already being cujltivated. 

Without the expansion in agri- 
cultural production feeding the 
economy，the economy will stag- 
nate and the standard of living 
decline, reports the Monitor. 

One solution，proposed by new 
Party vice-chairman Wang Hung- 
wen，is to adopt a.more radical 
economic policy.

LOS ANGELES 一 了 very week- 
day at noontime,，a large group of 
children assembles at the Alpine 
Hill Recreation Grounds for a free 
lunch. Most of the youngsters are 
Chinese. Many are Chicanos. 
About 75 to 100 youngsters can 
receive lunch on any weekday. 
They live in the Elysian Park dis- 
trict in Los Angeles” Central City. 
The district includes the China- 
town area. 

Food for the free meal program 
is provided by Los Angeles Coun- 
ty'"s social services. The persons re- 
sponsible for distribution of the 
food are Don Toy and Edmund 
SooHoo， assistant directors at the 
playground. The free lunch pro- 
gram has only been in operation 
for the past few months. The chil- 
dren receiving the benefit of this 
effort come from homes where 
either both parents are working or 
else _have split up and neglect the 
children. Without the distribution 
of this food, most of these young- 
sters would have no noon meal. 


REDUCE TENSIONS 

The free lunch is only one of 
many programs which TIoy and 
SooHoo have initiated at the Al- 
pine Hill Recreation Grounds dur- 
ing the past few months. Other 
efforts have been made by Toy 
and SooHoo to reduce tensions 
between Chicanos and Chinese in 
the mneighborhood by promoting 
cooperation among all people us- 
jing the recreation ground facilities. 

When Toy and SooHoo became 
assistant directors at Alpine Hill 
earlier this year，they: found that 
Cliinese and2Chicano youth had 
little communication between their 
groups. There were frequent fights 
between Chinese andq Chicanos. 
These conflicts were a reflection 
of a community-wide problem of 
antagonism.， This division in the 
community spilled over onto the 
recreation:. gound，where Chinese 
excluded .Chicanos from joining 
basketball teams while Chicanos 
refused Chinese the opportunity 


to be members of the only Alpine 


Hill Little League baseball team.， 


These problems were recognized 
by Toy and SooHoo, who resolved 
to_ end the absurd situation by 
bringing the two groups into con- 
tact with each other，at least at 
the sports center. This was done 
by instituting a “draft”system for 
the selection of basketball and 
baseball team members. According 
to_ this method，team Imembers 
were not chosen by clique friend- 
ship or ethnic identification，but 
by a random selection of names 
drawn from a box.The obvious re- 
sult was that both Chinese and 
Chicano youngsters began to think 
of themselves in terms of being 
teammnates instead of strange for- 
eigners. The emerging outcome 1S 
that both sides are now learning 
Imore about each other as indi- 
viduals and mnot as generalized 
stereotypes. Many friendships are 
being made, 


INTEGRATED TEAMS 

“At the present time there are 
approximately 40 basketball teams 
for adults, with a total of around 
500 Players， related Don Toy. 
“We also have teams for senior and 
junior high school students. There 
is a midget league for elementary 
School kids，as well as a girls” 
league. 工 he girls started Playing 
basketball two years ago0. 

“There are five Little League 
teams here now,， continued Toy. 
“Justlast year there was only one， 
and that was composed entirely of 
Chicanos::Today -membership .on 
our five teams ls shared_ among 
Chinese and Chicanos.… 

While there is no baseball dia- 
mond for the Little Leaguers to 
practice on at Alpine Hill, the five 
teamis have all entered the Los An- 
geles league _ championships. Two 
have emerged as league champions， 
while two finished second and one， 
third. Due to the new“draft ”sysS- 
tem，which guarantees that any 
youngster interested in :playing 
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baseball can have the opportunity 
to do so, the interest in the Sport 
has soared and volunteers to play 
baseball have markedly increased. 

The Alpine Hill Recreation 
Ground is not just used by the 
youngsters. Their mothers also use 


the ground's facilities tohold cook- 


ing classes. 

“Our cooking classes 
rather informally， explained Toy. 
“Tt all began when one Chicano 
mother brought Some food to our 


started 


kitchen which she wanted to warmn 


up for her son's friends. Some Chi- 
nese mothers came Over to see 
what she brought, and they wound 
up _eating some enchiladas. They 
in _ turn decidqed to introduce this 
Chicano lady to the art of Chinese 
cooking，and so _ one thing led to 
another and after several weeks 
there were all these Chicano and 
Chinese mothers feeding each 
other their food. It was not long 
before Chinese ladies were making 
tamales and Chicano ladies were 
experimenting with chop suey.” 

IThe cooking classes at Alpine 
Hill were such successes that they 
have now been expanded to in- 
clude instruction for senior and 
junior high school students， 人 和 
raffle is being planned in order to 
ralise Inoney for cooking utensils. 

SENIOR CITIZENS 

Alpine Hill not only serves 
youngsters，mothers，and basket- 
ball players, it is also aplace where 
Senior Citizens gather. 工 ai-chi chuan 
instruction is given，while _ field 
trips _ are ，frequentiy ， scheduled. 
Moevies _ are periodically- shown. 
Citizenship andbilingual classes are 
also available. 

“This is about the only Place 
where most, Senlor， citizens can 
come to from Chinatown， stated 
Toy.“There are no parks in the 
Chinatown area. There is really no 
Place where the senior citizens can 
go in order to relax or read. 卫 ven 
Our recreation center here is insuf- 
ficient for them，since we have so 
many people involved in our rec- 
reation programs at this place all 
the time.” 

Among the programs offered at 
Alpime Hil is a craft class for 
young girls，in which lanterns， 
kites，and statues are made. There 
is also a modern and folk dance 
class. Students in this class per- 
form on festivals and holidays for 
the community- 

“We also hold a pre-school pro- 
gram here，continued Toy. “There 
are 7,000 to 8,000 Chinese kids in 
the-.Alpine Hill area. The govern- 
ment's Head Start Program here is 
only funded for one class of 20 
children. That is why we have 
scheduled our Pre-school program， 
which is stil inadequate to meet 
this need. 

Toy and SooHoo have several 


new _ programs planned for their 
center. One will teach kung-fu and 
boxing. Another will be a weight- 


lifting program， The 工 .A. Police . 


Department has promised to pro- 
vide 1,000 pounds of weights for 
the Alpine Hill center. 

“There has also been a great in- 
terest shown in photography.、 We 
[Toy and friends] scraped some 
Ioney together to buy darkroom 
equipment”” said Toy.“Right now 
wehave two enlargers, washers and 
driers， After we obtain some cam- 
erasS， tsni our Photography Club 
will open.” 

VOLUNTEERS 

The reason why so many Pro- 
grams can be offered at Alpine 
Hill is because of volunteers who 
give their time and money. If the 
recreation gounds were entirely 
dependent on govermmment SerVices 
or programs，it is rather unlikely 


that there would be much- actiVity 


at Alpine_Hill recreation centeT. 

Toy and SooHoo are far from 
satisfied with the facilities and Pro- 
grams they can offer the Chinese 
and Chicano youth and senior citi- 
Zens， Toy feels especially con- 
cerned that .lack of recreational 
facilities is wasting the potential 
of many youngsters in the area to 
develop into athletes. 

“Last year at Castelar 了 上 lemen- 
tary School there was an exercise 
Program of physical fitness held 
for girls. Some of the girls partici- 
pating had the potential to become 
good gymnmnasts or _ track runners-. 
But they have no opportunity to 
develop this potential because 
there are no _ facilities here at Al- 
pine for them to use.” 

Toy explained that many of the 
了 Elysian Park area's youngsters who 
come from Hong 玫 ong and Mex- 
ico like to play soccer，which is 
the most popular sport in those 
areas，but there ijs no soccer fieldqd 
anywhere near Alpine Hill.

They 
also stated that no Chinese people 
would bother with me either, since 
they would have no confidence in 
my ability to make American law 
work for them.” 

Hong's determination to'reajlize 
his professional goal overcame the 
well-intentioned but defeatist 
counsel of his erstwhile advisers. 

Not everyone attempted to dis- 
courage， Hong's ambitions. One 
person who strongly encouraged 
him to learn law was the Japanese 
consul general in os Angeies. The 
Japanese consul had frequent cause 
to come to the Immigration De- 
partment where Hong worked,， as 
he was _ actively protecting the 
Tights of Japanese citizens living in 
the Southern _ California area. It 
was during these regular contacts 
that the Japanese consul urged 
Hong .to take the entrance exam 
for the University of Southern 
California's (USC) law school， 
Hong，who needed little encour- 
ageIment, took the advice and soon 
found himself a mermber of the 
Trojan student body- 

Years later，when the Japanese 
Americans were herded into“re- 
location centers'” during Worid 
War II, Hong had occasion to use 
his _ legal abilities to defend this 
Japanese diplomat in court， 

Hong attended USC in the early 
Roaring Twenties period. He could 
only find 10 to 15 other Chinese 


“students on his campus。 Hong 


states that in the early 1920s there 
were pioportionately more Chi- 
nese students at UCLA (University 
of California at 直 os Angejles) than 
at USC. 

Hong was graduated from USC 
in 1924，and then finished his 
Iaster"s degree from the same 
school in 1925. His master's thesis 
concerned the exclusion of Chi- 
nese from the U.S. 

FIRST OFFICE 

Hong began practicing law in 
Los Angeles in 1928，setting up 
office on North Los Angeles Street 
in the “Old Chinatown””section . 
He _ immediately started work on- 
immigration problems facing the 
Chinese'living in the U.S. 

“The main problem for Chinese 
at that time was the exclusion of 
laborers from coming into this 
country,” recalled Hong. “Mer- 
chants :and students were wel- 
comed，bnut the working man was 
not.” 

There were additional problems. 
Chinese men working in the U.S. 
were allowed to return to China 
for one year. They could marry， 
but they could not bring their 
wives with them to America. 

“As a result of this law excluding 
WwWives，the whole famijly structure 
for these People concerned was 
broken up”cormmented 了 ong.…If

there were any children，they 
stayed with the mother in China 
and had no idea about what Amer- 
ica was like，even 于 they techni- 
cally were U.S. citizens.” 

Hong soon gained a reputation 
throughout the Chinese commtu- 
nity- as a man ,who could ably 
assist any Chinese person experi- 
encing legal problems. 

开 ong was affected along with 
the other Chinese living in Los An- 
geles when more than half of “Old 
Chinatown” was torn down in 
1933 to make way for a new Santa 
Ferailroad station. Within the next 
two to three years all of China- 
town east of Alameda Street was 
leveled. 

“The land on which 'New China- 
town' is now situated belonged to 
an ironworks company in 1933，” 
related. Hong.“Santa Fe Railroad 
bought the land frorma this com- 
Pany when they constructed their 
new Union station，which dis- 
placed the Chinese living in “Old 
Chinatown. Santa Fe then leased 


this land to the Chinatown Corpo-' 


ration. The lease was good for 15 
years，with an option for continu- 
ing it another 15 years if the Chi- 
nese could raise the money to buy 
the land. The rent would be count- 
ed towards the Purchase price of 
the land if the money was raised. 
It was a good deal.” 
NEW OF FICE 

In 1938 the“New Chinatown” 
was ”opened，located on North 
Broadway and North Hill streets 
between College and Bernard 
streets、 At this time Hong moved 
jinto his newly constructed two- 
story office building on Gin Ling 
Way situated in the heart of the 
“New Chinatown” area- 
”Hong became active in the Chi- 
nese American Citizens Alliance 
(CACA) early in his career. He has 
served for mmany years on the board 
for the Chinese Times newspaper， 
the CACA's daily journal. Hong is 
a past grand president of CACA. 

The 75-year-old lawyer has two 
sons。The older is Nowland C. 
Hong，who also became an attor- 
ney. He was graduated 位 om Po- 
mona College and subsequently 
worked in the Los Angeles City 
Attomey's office for 12 years. He 
then worked as chief counsel for 
the Los Angeles Board of Harbor 
Commissioners。 He has recently 
opened up a private Practice in Los 
Angeles. This year Nowland is a 
vice-grand president of the CA- 
CA's national alliance. 
”The younger son is Roger 8. 
Hong，who attended USC and 
earned his master's degree in archi- 
tecture. He works as a city and 
regionalplanning building designer. 
Three years ago Y. C. Hong moved 
into a new house designed for him 
by his son Roger. 

CURRENT PROBLEMS 

When asked his perception of the 

current problems facing Chinese 
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Mr. Y. C. Hong at work in his office. 


immigrants coming to live in the 
U.S.，Y. C. Hong responded that 
the overall situation facing new 
immigrants today is greatly im- 
proved over what it was when he、 
began his professional career. 

“Today there are Chinese in gov- 
ernment service，Private industry， 
and the professions. No one can 
look ata Chinese Person today and 
say that he is just alaundryman,” 
stressecd Hong. “Since World WarII， 
opportunities have been steadily 
opening up ftor Chinese living in 
Los Angeles and throughout the 
U.S.” 

When asked about the unrest 
among imrmigrant youth newly ar- 
rived from Hong ong，Hong re- 
sponded that“juvenile jielinquen- 
cy is not an exclusively Chinese 
problerm. It is an international 
problem. The great mmajority of the 
Chinese youth arriving in the U.S. 
today are good, hard-working peo- 
ple. I have always believed that a 
Person can succeed in life if he is 
good. .Although life may be diffi- 
cult, 计 you are agood person yoOU 
will just work harder to overcome 
your problems.… 

HELP YOUTHS 

Hong stated that he feels more 
attention should be paid to the 
problems of young people today 
and .that heljp should be given 
those youth who are willing to 
Work hard. Hong has the chance 
to put his attitude into practice， 
since he serves on a USC scholar- 
ship committee. 

When asked to contrast the living 
situations facing Chinese in Los 
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Angeles as cormpared to San Fran- 
cisco，Hong responded,“The ma- 
jor _ difference _ between the two 
communities is that in Los Angeles 
the Chinese are scattered through- 
out the city. The Chinese living in 
San Francisco have too much of a 
tendency to .congregate together. 
This only hinders their ability to 
successfully adapt to their new 
Social environment.” 

Although he is retired from his 
attorney'8 Practice，Hong comes 
into his office daily，where he 
keeps up on correspondence and 
occasionally does sorme light legal 
work for his friends. 了 Every month 
he regulariy attends meetings of 
the CACA lodge in San Francisco， 
andl for the past 20 years he has 
also attended every Saturday 
moming board meeting of the Chi- 
nese Times newspaper.
